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COMMON THIEVERY

To most people it has been an accepted fact that the cade of 
ethics of a college boy is radically different from that of the ayerage 
imdividual. - For instance, the college boy considers it/no sin to 
sneak out of the fraternity house of a dark night and /return with | 
one or two chickens which were formerly the property of a farmer 
or a thirfty town citizen. 

. The college boy does not believe that he is dchle wrong when 
“he helps a comrade collegian by writing a Shem¢ or collaborating on 
a thesis. He laughs at the idea that he is “contimitting a crime when | 
he takes a menu card, a spoon, or some’ souvenir trinket from ai 
hotel, restaurant, or shop. ‘ 

* And it is a fact that most ‘of these petty offenses. committed by 
the collegian a not cleverly prearranged in the hope of great gain. 
They are spontaneous acts and when the individual is caught and. 
made to see thé real conception of the thing, he is usually cheerfully j 
willing to do anything in his power to make amends. To him it is 
a game. Aas, 

But all. this activity on the part of the college boy is directed 
at individuals or companies outside the campus. In other words this 
“College ethics” idea works in the way suggested by the following 
illustration. Matt goes on an athletic trip and returns with a towel 
from one of the hotels along the way. *His fellow collegians say 
‘to him: “Pretty nice, ha ha’ ; “Did you get anything else?” ; “Did 
you have a tough time taxing it?’; etc. 

However, if Matt takes a towel from one of the fellows who 
rooms across the hall and the.theft is found out, the collegians say 
nothing to Matt but utterly denounce him to each other. 

Such is a picture of the inner workings of the “College ethics” 
idea at most American collegiate institutions but Westminster seems 
to be different. It seems that an individual belonging on the West- 
minster campus may steal the athletic equipment of another indiv- 
idual on the campus and nothing is said by anyone except the injured 
party. ' é 
Petty thieving has been ‘going on at Westminster since the 
matriculation of the writer and while, it has not been actually upheld, 
neither has it been emphatically denounced. It is assumed that the 
goods. stolen from the lockers in the gymnasium are sent home by 
the thieves and used in the vacation periods. 


Recently another raid was made on the gymnasium lockers and 
it is almost a certainty that the stealing was done by college stu- 
dents. However, no definite proof is available so that the only thing 
that may be done is. to.barracade the gym with new “locked door” 
rules. 


In this last raid, the athletic equipment of two faculty members 
and several students was stolen. 


Because of lack of definite proof it is impossible to declare that 
. some of the Westminster studénts are: common thieves but the in- 


~dications sometimes point in that direction.

TO LECTURE HERE

ifered this year, the College Lecture 
Course presents ‘an illustrated lec- 
iture February 14 by Captain. Har- 
wood Steele, M. C., of the Royal. Ca- 
nadian Mounted Police. 

Using as the title of his lecture 
“The Royal Canadian Mounted Po- 
lice in the Arctic’, Capt. Steele will 
tell of the work of this small group 
of a hundred men who, in spite of: 
the rigors of climate, the hazards of 
their work, and the lack of com- 
panionship, are able to control per-. 
fectly, the 535,000 square miles of 
territory of the twenty-seven Aretic 
Islands between fifty-five degrees 
north latitude.and the North Pole.

Player control, a new idea in American .ath- 
letics which advocates that the actual playing, 
responsibility, and strategy of football reside in 
~the captain and players instead of the coach, 1s 
not a straw fire flicker. It is a little name for-a 
big idea. 
~ One of the greatest claims asserted for, or- 


ganized athletics and particularly by football » 


adherents is that it develops initiative and a feel- 
ing of responsibility among those who, partici+ 
pate. Actually it fails to do so quite as,often as 
it succeeds. The average player today is an ath- 
letic robot subject to the guidance of a supreme 
‘deity who sits at the sideline and tells‘ who what 


to-do and when—privileged to circumscribe the 
thoughts and actions of the players as he sees fit. 


So much has the situation been tending in | 


this direction that of late years it has reached 
such a point that when two teams take the field 
it is a question of “May the bést coach win.” Is 


it not an absurdity that the one essential unit m 


the game is voiceless? 

All this connotes no reflection upon the 
coaches. Unwittingly, perhaps unwillingly in 
many cases, they have been forced by cireum- 
stances beyond their control to interfere where 
they do not wish to do so. 

Player control was first promulgated by for- 
mer coach T: A. D. Jones of Yale. It has been

During the last 33 years, the Carnegie Insti- 
‘ute of Pitisburgh has introdtiged many of the 


__ seading figures of European art through its an- ok 
-e-——hual Intetictional Exhibition of Paintings. , 


The .1929 exhibition, which opened last 
if hursday afternoon, Continues a custom begun 
in 1896 and observed every year since then ex- 
cept during the World war. It is the only i 
of its kind on the American continent, and,. 
fact, the only annual international exhibition in 
the world, since the Venetian International is 
held only every two years. a 

Pittsburghers and residents of localities near 
the exhibition city have an unparalleled oppor; 
tunity to see the representative contemporary 
art of th nations. Of the 392 paintings exhibit; 
ed, 256 are from European countries and 136 
from the United States; 15 nations are represent; 
ed by 124 artists. The paintings have< been 
chosen carefully by recognized critics, among 
them Homer Saint Gaudens, who have sought 
to bring to the International the most important 
of the paintings finished recently throughout the 
‘ world. A visit to the Carnegie gallery has values 
approaching those of a tour of the chief salons 
of European cities. Moreover, the arrangement 
of the pictures in one building permits interest: 
ing con) parisons of the various contributions, 
and the proximity of the Institute gives nearby 
residents an opportunity to see the exhibition sev+ 
eral times, which is almost necessary to real 48 
preciation. 

_ Paintings, like music, speak an universal donk 
gue. -One conversant with the art of line and 
color reads with equal skill the thought of the

OF ARTIST-LECTURE 
PROGRAM TUESDAY 


Those a heard, Miss Margaret 
Deneke of Lady Margaret Hall, Ox- 
ford, England, at the Community 
house last’ Tuesday evening, have 
been ° ‘generous in their praise of her 
ability both as an artist and.as a 
; Speaker. The talented English wo- 
‘man presented a program that was 
unusual, combining her remarks with’ 
the capable execution of some of the 
better known compositions by the 


{man of whom she spoke. 


Miss Deneke chose Chopin and his 
works as the subject for her pro- 
gram at Westminster. She compared 


the Polish genius with Schubert and 


others, discussed incidents in his life 


as they came to- influence his works, | 


and told of the changes that he ef- 
fected in ‘the realm of the pianoforte. 

Like practically al] the great com- 
posers, Chopin was influenced by 
both the great and the trivial in life. 
The spirit of patriotism so rampant 
in Poland at the peak of that coun- 
try’s history predominates the polo- 
naise (dance of the court) as inter- 
preted by Chopin. Even though he 
left his native land at the age of 
twenty-one, a touch of Poland per- | 
méates all the works of the great 
composer. In. the earliest of his 
mazurkas (peasant dances), he em- 
ploys the spirit of the peasant which 
was later to give way to the. -more 
dignified style that was distinctively 
that of. the genius.

When the plan was adopte there were pre- 
dictions ‘that it would: “transform ‘the’ nation into:

of the people becguse of more frequent. rest days. 

But the latest dispatches — declare that the 
Russian workers are ‘dissatisfied: with the plan. 
Obviously, the trouble lies in the fact that fami- 
lies cannot. enjoy their: leisure at the same time. 
The men “are unable to enjoy getting’ a’ day off 
in the middle of the week when their children 
are at school and their wives busy with the wash- 


ing.” ‘They are supposed under) the new system: 


to hawe more free time than in capitalistic coun- 
tries, but they seem to prefer the old arrange- 
ment. 

Industrially, too, ate scheme‘seems rather 
lame '. Production costs are rising, and workers 
are feigning sickness on weekend days, probably 
so that they may enjoy the sporting events on 
Saturday and Sunday. 

One encouraging feature about the opera- 
tion of the plan is that it has not decreased church 
attendance, in-Moscow at least. However, this 
fact is disturbing to the League of Godless, which 
sponsored the changed calendar, so the commun- 
ists are casting about for a new. idea. : 

No other nation has departed from the use 
of the seven-day week calendar since 1773 when 
the French abolished it in favor of the ten-day 
week. The calendar-now in use in France was 
restored by Napoleon. | :

Of all the problems that contort student 
leaders and college administrators, that of stu- 
dent honesty in classroom work and campus rela- 
tions is probably the one that is first in INLpOr: 
tance and interest! today. 

Some colleges..and universities attempt to 
solve this problem of student ‘honesty 
of the Honor System. © Under ‘the Honor System, 
broadly speaking, the students are given abso- 

lute freedom fram surveillance. by fatulty mem- 
bers or protectors . It is assumed that the stu- 
dents are honest, and they are dealt with on that 
basis. 

Those colleges which, use the Hsikce System, 
as a rule, believe that it is efficacious in instilling 


into students a love and respect for honest deal- | 


ings one with the other; that: it is a vital force 
in the building of character i in students ; and that. 
it inculcates into the college youth strong and 
lasting principles of good citizenship -that will 
serve him well in.after-college days, when he has 
left the protecting influence of college professors 
and fellow-students, and the wholesome deterrent 
effect of student disapproval of shady conduct. 
On the other hand, many colleges, in fact a 
majority of the colleges of the United States, do 
not favor the Honor System. . They think that 
its advantages are greatly outweighed by its dis- 
advantages ; they consider that such matters are 
academic, and that they should be handled by 
paid faculty members rather than by students 
whose experience i$ compartively limited and
